THE PREVIOUS QUESTION DEMANDED. 


The Vote on the Third Reading and En- 


grossment of the Bill KeKultB in a Tote 
of Yeas 161, Nays 143—The Amendment 
Increasing the Duty on Yarn Made of 
Jute Defeated hy Just One Vote—Action 
on Other Amendments. 
WASHINGTOX CITY, May 21.—After the 


presentation of a memorial from the Man 
ufacturers" club, of Philadelphia, asking 
for the passage of the McKiuley bill, and 
that it go into effect thirty days after ap- 
proval, the house went into committee of 
the whole on the tariff bill, Grosvenor of 
Ohio in the chair. Baker of Jfew York 
offered an amendment providing that all 
articles on importation into the United 
States, whether embraced in the Tree list 
or otherwise, shall be uLject to ami pay 
no less rate of duty than is or may be im- 
posed by the country of export on like ar- 
ticles imported from the United States. 
Anderson of Kansas opitos'jd the amend- 
ment, wiving it would plaee it in the power 
of the Canadian government to regulate 
the United States tariff. 


Butterworth of Ohio also opposed it, 


saying it would wreck the interchange of 
commodities between the United States 
and every other country and would work 
a great hardship upon the people. He re- 
gretted that the members of'the ways and 
means committee had taken up all of the 
limited time of the house with amend- 
ments to the exclusion of that free confer- 
ence which was necessary.

Michigan said the time for debate had 
been frittered away by the other side. 
Farquhar of New York protested against 
the protection given to barley.

the fact that 12 o'clock, the hour agreed 
upon for the first vote on the bill to be 
taken, had arrived. He moved that the- 
committee rise and report the bill to the 
house. This ceremony having beeu per- 
formed by the chairman of the committee 
of the whole, Grosvenor. of Ohio, Speaker 
Reed recognized McKiuley, who, in delib- 
erate tones, demanded the previous ques- 
tion, and moved the third reading and 
engrossment of the bill. Division was de- 
manded by Bland of Missouri, and the 
•peaker, after counting, declared that 133 
had voted in the affirmative, anil 12S in 
the negative. Then the yeas and nays 
were demanded by McKiuley. 


Reudltig tlie Amendments. 


The speaker announced that the yeas 


were 181, the nays 143. Coleman of Louisi- 
ana, and Featherstone of Arkansas, Ke- 
publicans, voted 
with 
the Democrats 


against the adoption of the motion. UmV 
terworth of Ohio, and Adams of Illinois, 
refrained from voting. When the result 
of the ballot had been announced, McKin- 
ley arose and asked the gentlemen of the 
minority to name the amendments offered 
by the ways and means committee as they 
were read, on which ballots were desired. 
Carlisle !-?id that the minority desired 


• votes only on those amendments which 


mode increases of duty. The clerk then 
began to read amendments. 
When he 


reached that increasing the duty on tin- 
plate, the Democrats called for a vote. 
Before the result was declared by the 
speaker, Kerr of Iowa, and Thomas of 
Wisconsin, Republicans, who had voted 
with the Democrats against the increase, 
changed their votes. Lincl of Minnesota, 
another Republican, announced that he 
had voted for the amendment under a mis- 
apprehension, and therefore changed his 
vote. The speaker then announced that 
the yeas were 150, the nays 14<J. 


The First Democratic Victory. 


Applause from the Democrats greeted 


the announcement of this vote which came 
so near being a Democratic victory. But- 
terworth, Flick. Henderson of Iowa, Kel- 
ley, Mason, McConias, Mudd and Taylor 
of Illinois voted with the Democrats. 
'VVheii the ways and meaus amendment 
making yarn made of jute dutiable at 35 
instead of 30 per cent, was read, Carlisle 
asked for a vote. It was explained that by 
a typographical error jute yarn was made 
dutiable in the bill at SO per cent., when 
the ways and means committee had in- 
tended that it should be dutiable at 35 per 
cent. The Democrats, however, decided 
to take advantage of the error and called 
for a vote. McKinley called for the yeas 
and nays and the clerk started on the 
monotony of a roll call. On this amend- 
ment the yeas were l-iii, nays 144, the first 
Democratic victory. Democratic applause 
greeted the announcement of the vote. 
The Republicans who voted against the 
amendment were: Anderson of Kansas, 
Featherstone, Kelly, Lind, Taylor of Illi- 
nois, Dellaven, Flick, Henderson of Iowa, 
Lacey, Snider, Kerr and Dunnell. 


Another Amendment Defeate-1. 


The next amendment on which the 


Democrats asked for a vote, provided that 
manufactures of camels hair be taken 
from the free list and made dutiable as 
tb W class wools. The amendment was 
ad lpt€d—yeas 143, nays 13H. Henderson 
of fowa, Struble of Iowa, and Taylor cf 
Illinois, voted with the Democrats. A vote 
was also desired by the Democrats on an 
amendment to paragraph 390, which pro- 
Tided that on woolen and worsted yarns 
made wholly or in part of wool, worsted, 
the hair of the cuinel, goat, alpaca or 
other animals, valued at itot more than 30 
cents per pound, the duty shall be twice 
the duty imposed by the billon a pound of 
unwashed wool of the first class, and in 
addition 35 per- cent, ad valorem. 
The 


amendment provided that the duty should 
be two and a half times as great. On this 
question the yeas were 137, and tbe nays 
148. Messrs. Anderson of Kansas, Hender- 
gon and Kerr of Iowa, Lacy, Lind, Struble 
and Taylor of Illinois, Republicans, voted 
with the Democrats. 


And Still Another. 


A yea and nay vote was taken on an 


amendment to the wool schedule to pro- 
Tide that on woolen or worsted cloths, 
knit fabrics and manufactures made 
wholly or in part of wool, the hair of 
animals, etc., valued at not more than 80 
cent* per pound, the duty per pound shall 
be three time* the duty Imposed by the 
bill on a pound at unwashed wool at the

ad valorem. The bill, as .amended, pro- 
vided that twice the duty should be im- 
posed. 
This ballot resulted in another 


victory forth3 Democrats, who, with the 
votes of several Republicans to aid them, 
polled 146 votes iu the negative against 148 
in the affirmative. The Republicans vot- 
ing against the amendment were Ander- 
son of Kansas, Comstock, Dolliver, Dun- 
nell, Flick, Henderson of Iowa, Lacey, 
I.ind, Owen of Indiana, Struble, Taylor 
of Illinois, Waddill, and 
V\ jlson o£ Ken- 


tucky. A number of Republicans sat in 
their seats and refused to vote.

and a search made by the trainmen. Her

whisky to nerve her to that point of sui- 
cide.

VIEWS OF WALTER THOMAS MILLS. 


The Editor of The Chicago Statesman De- 


clares \V» Are n Rum-Bidden Nation 
and the Forces Controlling the Situation 
Are Divided into Three Clauses—Reply 
of Hon. Alfred OrllHii, of Kansas—Run- 
dull'g SuccesHor Elected. 


"JOLIET, Ills., May 21.—Walter Thomas 
Mills, editor of The Chicago Statesman, 
and the Hon. Albert Griffin, of Kansas, 
chairman of the national committee of 
anti-saloon Republicans, held a debate at 
the Joliet Opera house, discussing respect- 
ively the claims of the Prohibition and 
Republican parties to the support of the 
enemies of saloon rule. Mr. Mills believed 
that the majority of the people desired 
good government. The strong minority 
who do not, he said, are divided into three 
classes. First the monopolist, second the 
professional politicians, third the crimi- 
nals. \Ve are a rum ridden nation, he 
averred, and the forces controlling the sit- 
uation are these classes. 


^11 (iood Men Under One Flag. 


The remedy lies in antagonizing bad 


government, compelling the adoption of 
right and just laws and their rigid en- 
forcement, and demanding that the officers 
of the law be the servants of the people. 
In order to do this the speaker declared it 
is necessary to get all the good men, under 
one flag. 
"We cannot," aaid he, "find 


refuge in the Democratic party, because 
its backbone is composed of monopolists, 
politicians, and the saloon vote. It is the 
same with the Republican party. Con- 
sequently it is necessary to effect such a 
reorganization of the political forces of 
this country as will array the honest class 
on one side and the dishonest on the 
other." 


Mr. Gritllii'H Reply. 


In reply Mr. Crifiin thought the saloon 


question one of great importance. The 
great problem is: "How can we most speed- 
ily and surely get rid of the saloon and the 
evils that flow from it?" The most dif- 
ficult obstacle in tiie way of progress, he 
declared, is the fact that an overwhelming 
majority of the people of this country are 
a drinking people. Progress on legislative 
lines is an impossibility, he averred, until 
we get more temperance legislators. The 
way to overthrow the saloon is to increase 
the number of temperance men in this 
country. The speaker declared that as 
soon as the sentiment is ripe the Kepub- 
lican party will make it possible to sup- 
press the saloon. 


The Time lor Action. 


Until that time arrives the Republican 


party should not commit itself to prohibi- 
tion." If i; did it would but turn affairs 
over into the hands of the Democratic 
party. "There is no use in the Republican 
party taking up the prohibition issue," 
said Mr. G-riflin, "until there is at least a 
strong possibility of winning. The time 
to do so is when a sufficient number of 
people have become educated to put pro- 
hibition plasters over their own mouths." 
Mr. Griffin spoke of the difficulties of har- 
mouiniug the various factions under one 
flag on account of the many questions be 
fore the people. 


TO SUCCEED RANDALL. 


Richard Vuux, a Fre« Trader, Elected by 


the Democratt*. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Richard Vaux, 


the Pennsylvania "Bourbon of Bourbons," 
and probably the most picturesque Demo- 
crat in the country, was Tuesday selected 
without opposition to succeed the late 
Samuel J. Randall as representative from 
the third congressional district, the Re- 
publicans deeming it inexpedient to nomi- 
nate a candidate against him. Unlike his 
predecessor, he is an out and out free- 
trader, and will vote against the tariff bill. 


A liiBiory of HiH Career. 


Mr. Vuux, who was born in Philadel- 


phia in 1816, was for a time secretary of 
the legation in London, and during his 
stay there had the honor of dancing with 
Queen Victoria by her own requebt. He 
ran for the legislature in 1849, but was de- 
feated, and, after several unsuccessful 
contests, was elected mayor of Philadel- 
phia in 1858. He was recorder for one 
term and wrote a book called "Recorded 
Decisions," which is still regarded as a 
text book. He. has been a prison inspector 
continuously since 18-12 and has written 
several volumes on phrenology, in which 
he advocates the theory of hereditary ten- 
dency to crime. Although 74 years old he 
is still remarkably healthy and vigorous.

Devlxe Some ..ionin of Assistance—Mar- 
vellous Results of the Hoard's Work In 
China and Corea—The Baptist "Anni- 
versary" in Chicago—The First Day'« 
Session—A Church Kxnuldlon. 
SARATOGA, N. Y., May 21,—The time of 


the Presbyterian assembly in the morning 
was occupied in hearing the report and 
recommendations of the board of foreign 
missions. Dr. David J. Burrill, of Min- 
neapolis, chairman of the standing com- 
mittee, read the report. The total number 
of missionaries now iu the field is 57(1. 
The work in China was especially encour- 
aging, notwithstanding the relations be- 
tween this government and China. The 
result iu Corea is almost marvellous. The 
treasurer's report was of a less cheerful 
nature, The receipts of the board from 
all sources during the year were $794,080, a 
decrease of $58,7-19 over lost year and of 
$107,090 in 1887. Deficit carried forward 
to the new year S()(),375.U3. The number of 
churches contributing is 3,744, a falling off 
of thirteen. 
The contributions of the 


women's committees and Sunday schools 
saves the deficit from being even larger. 


Money Hadly Needed. 


Never but once before has the board 


been so encompassed with trouble. Some- 
thing must be. done to rnise tnouey. Tli'.-re 
can and will be no retrenchment. Over 
$1,000,000 is needed for the coming year. 
We are perplexed, but not in despair; 
cast down but not destroyed. We pet ition 
the assembly to devise some means of as- 
sistance. It was asked that a special col- 
lection be taken in all the chureho.-, some 
Sabbath in June or October. The moder- 
ator here requested Dr. Crosby to take tho 
platform. The assembly rose and stood 
while Dr. Crosby offered a prayer. Dr. 
Burrill then mads a stirring address in 
support of the recommendations of the 
report. He was frequently interrupted by- 
applause.

He thought the Presbyterian church 
was trying to do too many things with one 
collection. Dr. Alexander of the presby- 
tery of New York, and Mr. Jcssups, mis- 
sionary from Syria, also spoko. The re- 
port was adopted.

A N«(ro Frenutier'« Speech Creates Much 


Comment at Bloomington. 


The HcLetn county proliibitionista held 


mass convention at Bloomington Tuesday 
and selected delegates to the state and coil 
greselonal conrentlona. 
A resolution was 


offered condemnatory of Rev. John L. Jack 
son, pastor of the First Baptist church, for 
recent pulpit utterances regarding the third 
party and Mrs. Ellen M. Gougar, and laud 
atory of the latter for her recent sensations 
denunciation of Mr. Jackson and non-pro- 
hibition Christians. 
It was tabled by an 


unanimous vote. 


There were many speeches, one of which 


created a profound sensation and elicited 
thunders of applause. It was made by Rev. 
Mr. Campbell, a young colored preacher of 
Normal. It was, said he, the first time in 
all bis life that be had stood before a gath- 
ering of prohibitionists, and he had not fig- 
ured in any political party, but always 
voted the republican ticket. "The politics 
of our people are known by the color of our 
akin," he said. "The republicans have 
used my people for a stepping-stone long 
enough, and I am throuerb. with them 
iave not devoted much time time to the is- 
sue of the prohibition or any other party, 
neither have I been sslenp. I have resolved 
never to vote the republican ticket again. 
My people will soon leave the party that de- 
bauched them." 


He said the negro had looked to Lincoln 


as a second Jesus Christ. Lincoln did not 
Iree the slaves until he bad to do it. It 
was a necessity. It was not for love of the 
negro nor for the freedom of the negro, it 
was because the North was getting licked 
and republicans needed their aid. He said 
that the negro was the biggest drunkard 
and the white man the biggest liar on enith.

The coal miners' strike in this city hag 


been in progress for a couple ot weeks and 
nothing bas yet been accomplished. The 
operators don't seem to care to do anything 
looking towards a settlement on the 70 centi 
per ton basis and the miners certainly fee 
that they are entitled to it. The following 
statement of what the miners of this cltj 
really ask is reproduced from last week'i 
REVIEW by request: 


The operators, it Is understood, claim that 


they pay 7ff cents a ton for mining coal 
TniH, the miners claim, Is not strictly true. 
At the old shaft they say the prices paid are 
60 cents per ton for mining; ?oal necessary 
to fill contracts with the Wabash railroad 
aud 70 cents per ton for coal mined for tlie 
general trade. The miners want a uniform 
price. 1'or. all coal mined, whether It is in 
teridi d for the Wabash or not, and no right 
thinking person will seek to deny the justice 
of their demand. 
It must be remembered 


too, in this connection, and as an additions 
reason why the miners should geta uniform 
price, aud the advance asked for, that one- 
fiftli of all the coal mined gnet 
tf> the com 


pariy for "slack"—thn miners (retting uoth 
ing for thnr work. Iu othei woids, miners 
must dig 2.500 pounds of coal in order to 
get paid for one ton; or to make it plalue 
still, for every ton of cnal sent up from the 
mines the miner gets paid for 1,000 poundi 
only.
